pcrsomela The Ethiopian Government operates no research stations outside 
Addis Ababa and its hospitals in the country districts are completely 
unstaffed arid unequipped for research of any but the most elemental lefnd©

Research institute produces an otatmmt from the seeds of feraugtoga 

which is quite effective against scabies* Its preparation has not yet 
been published and there is no limit to the quantity which may be produced* 

It also produces an effective taeniafugq from the seeds of Embatto schtoperi , 
and in 19^8 prepared 100,000 doses of this* 

Prof* Glanuinto and Dr* Hisaotti have published studies on brucellosis# 
onchocerciasis, and Rickettsia to Ethiopia which should jg^pear to an
